S ailors on th e F la g sh ip R ich m on d Con­ 
sp ire to M urder. 
N ew Y o b k , July 15th.—Edward Gratz, 
M aster-at-Arms on the United States flag­ 
ship Richm ond, is recovering slowly from 
the effects of a brutally and cowardly at­ 
tack by several sailors, who tried to m ur­ 
der him while the vessel was at anchor in 
the river Plata, in South America, accord­ 
ing to advices received here yesterday. 
Gralz has been M aster-at-Arms of the 
flagship of the South A tlantic squadron for 
two years past, and has been in the navy 
since 1871. 
H e was born in Germany, and 
joined the German arm y as a volunteer 
private during the Franco-German war, 
and served in the Imperial Guards, holding 
at the close of the war the position of First 
Sergeant. At the battle of Sedan, when 
Napoleon was captured by a Prussian arm y 
corps, Gra'z was promoted from the rank's 
and decorated with the Iron Cross, the 
highest distinction for bravery and heroic 
conduct in battle awarded in the German 
army. 
H IS L IF E ATTEMPTED. 
The Richm ond sailed from Brooklyn on 
December 26th. 
About two m onths ago 
she anchored in the river Plata, about ten 
miles off Buenos Ayres. Several sailors, 
whom Gratz had reported for offenses com­ 
mitted, conspired to get even with him . 
On the night of May 12th Gratz retired 
to his hamm ock. 
Shorty after m idnight 
five m en stole up to the place where Gratz 
lay, and one of the brutal seamen dealt 
him a heavy blow over the head with an 
iron instrum ent, probably a belaying pin, 
while another gagged him . 
The blow 
rendered him insensible. The men then 
pushed a plank above the unfortunate man 
and lashed it with a small rope tightly to 
the ham m ock in which Gratz lay, to all 
appearances a dead m an. 


OVER TH E s h i p ' s SIDE. 
The whole had been done so quickly that 
none but those engaged in the attack were 
aware of w hat was doing. The men then 
fastened another iron to the sm all iron in 
the upper end of the hammock, and car­ 
ried Gratz on deck in the ham m ock. A w n­ 
ings had been secured in such a m anner 
along the deck that a person standing aft 
on the quarter deck of the ship would not 
see what was going on amidships. The 
men carried the ham m ock to an open gun- 
port, and, holding to the rope secured in 
the end of the hammock, gradually al­ 
lowed it to slip over the ship’s side. They 
dipped the ham m ock in tbe water two or 
three times, to soak it so that it would sink 
quickly. 


RESCUED BY A BOAT’S CREW . 
The men were about to cast off the rope 
which held the hammock, when the quiet­ 
ness of the night was disturbed by the cries 
of “ H elp!” “ H elp!” 
The cold water 
had dampened the body of the unfortunate 
man and restored him to consciousness. 
The men became alarmed, and just as a 
quarterm aster 
cried 
“ Man overboard.” 
tnev cut the rope and Gratz and the ham ­ 
mock drifted down the stream. 
A sm all boat belonging to a Spanish ves­ 
sel anchored astern of the American flag­ 
ship was just passing by, and the sailors in 
it soon hauled Gratz in his ham m ock on 
board. 
Blood was stream ing from wounds 
in the head. 
H e was soon in the ship’s 
hospital and the ship's physician was 
sum moned. 
For more than two days 
Gratz’ recovery was considered doubtful. 
Only his great physical strength saved him 
from death. 
Gratz named five men whom be suspected 
of the deed, and they were at or.es locked 
up in the ship’s prison, where they are now 
being kept in double irons, aw aiting trial 
by a general Court-martial.

C h icago, July 15th.—Somewhat of a sen­ 
sational move was made in the Cronin case 
to-day. John F. Beggs, the imprisoned 
Senior Guardian of Camp 20, Clan-na-Gael, 
filed a new peti'ion for a writ of habeas 
corpus, giving as a reason why he should 
be set at liberty that he had been jailed and 
indicted solely in the hope that he would 
thus be forced to turn State’s evidence. The 
testimony expected of him he alleges has 
no foundation in fact. 
H e says while he was illegally im pris­ 
oned and secreted from his friends im m e­ 
diately preceding his indictm ent, he was 
taken before the State’s Attorney, who tried 
to induce him to make certain statem ents, 
the facts so desired not being within Beggs’ 
knowledge, and that in the conversation 
tbe State’s Attorney made persistent and 
determined efforts, as did the police officers 
in State’s A ttorney’s office, to compel the 
relator to divulge certain alleged facts, 
stated in an anonymous letter received by 
the State’s Attorney regarding the alleged 
action in Camp 20 on Dr. Cronin's case. 
These facts the relator has failed to give 
for the reason they do not exist. The 
Slate’s Attorney having stated he did not 
desire at the present time to m ake public 
his case, Beggs offers to have his hearing 
take place privately. 
Judge llorton will 
hear argum ents on the petition to-morrow. 


M O NTANA CO NVENTIO N . 


T h e C h icago B oard o f T rad e G ives th e 
C om m ittee Som e N u ts to C rack. 
C h icago, July 15th.—The Senate Inter­ 
state Commerce Committee resumed its 
hearings here to-day. Secretary Stone of 
the Board of Trade read a report on the 
questions subm itted by the committee. 
This report thought that the Canadian 
transportation lines in the United States 
affected favorably the commercial interests 
of this country. 
The Board of Trade committee also sug­ 
gested additional legislation to make it 
’’unlawful for railroad companies to com­ 
bine for the formation of railwav associa­ 
tions, like the trunk lines’ Central Traffic, 
Southwestern Interstate Commerce R ail­ 
way Association, etc., or railway trusts of 
any description. It believed they destroy 
competition and evade the laws.” 
This statem ent appeared to come unex­ 
pectedly to theSenateCommittee and created 
som ewhat of a sensation. 
They im m edi­ 
ately abandoned temporarily the relations 
with Canada to develop the Board of Trade 
idea of traffic associations and pools. 
Sen- 1 
ator Hiscock said this was an im portant I 
question and that the attitude of the Board ! 
was a surprise, as in other points where 
the committee had held hearings the con­ 
census of public opinion had been that 
the associations are the only solution to 
present complications. 
H e asked whether the denunciatory sen­ 
tences in Ihe report were in the nature of a 
deliberate opinion or were they merely 
rhetorical. 
The committee evidently did not antici­ 
pate the turn aflairs had taken, and evaded 
an im mediate answer on the ground that 
they did not understand they were present 
to cousider the question of pools. 
Individual members of the Board of 
Trade Committee, on being question, how­ 
ever, expressed a strong opposition to the 
traffic 
arrangements. 
The differentials 
were for the weaker roads on the ground 
that they prevented a free competition. 
The comm ittee finished hearing, and 
with the exception of Senator Cullum, left 
for the East this evening.

THE RESPONSIBILITY LOCATED. 


An A b le A rtic le on th e T ra n sco n tin en ta l 
R a ilw a y S itu a tio n . 
Tbe New York Evening Post has the fol­ 
lowing editora! on a subject which is just 
now attracting universal attention : 
“The Transcontinental Association 
is 
composed of railroads whose interest lies 
largely in traffic to and from she Pacific 
coast. These railroads have special prob­ 
lems of their own to solve and special cir­ 
cumstances to face: hence the need of an 
association separate fron the others, al­ 
though all American 
roads betwten the 
A tlantic and the Pacific are carriers, to a 
greater or less decree, of transcontinental 
traffic. California occupies a peculiar place 
in our commerce, for its products compete 
partly with those from other portions ot onr 
country, but principally with tropical fruits 
from abroad. 
From this it follows that the 
centre of this com petitim , tbe placejwhere 
the fight for Californian supremacy must 
be won if won at all, is the A tlantic sea­ 
board. This is heightened by the further 
fact that to the competition of Californian 
oranges and raisins with those from Italy 
or Spain is added the competition of the 
water routes from the Pacific with those by­ 
rail. 
“ This state of things the seaboard cities 
regard with complacency; for in any case, 
w hether from abroad or by sail or steam­ 
ship from the Pacific, these cities will be 
well supplied with wine, salmon, prunes, 
fruit, olive oil, and the like. But it is 
otherwise with the merchants of the Pacific 
slope and the rail carriers which depend 
upon their sales for traffic 
If trade is not 
developed, all transcontinental interests 
suffer. 
For many years, until lately, these 
conditions have been recognized in the 
tariffs which, cn these special products 
from California to the Atlantic coast, made 
rates low enonah to allow ot sales as 
against the im ported articles; w hile from 
l alifornia to the interior of our country the 
rates were such as to be reasonable of 
themselves, and although higher than to 
Boston or New York, yet low enough to 
compete with the foreign products shipped 
westward from the cities named. 
To nave 
refused low rates to our seaboard would 
sim ply have reduced California sales on 
this coast, whose people would continue 
buying the European fruit; while the loss 
of tbe revenue to the carriers from the 
Atlantic traffic would have required still 
higher interior rates to earn the same net 
profit as before. 
“ So matters stood until tbe interstate 
commerce law and the long discussion 
about the long and short-haul. The theory 
to which we are settling down is this': 
That where all carriers are under ihe Inter­ 
state Commission, a rigid enforcement of 
this long and short-haul principle is pos­ 
sible; but where one or more competitors 
are freed from the law. it is right that the 
remaining United States carriers should 
also be exempt. 
Now, water carriers are 
not under the Commission ; hence we find 
a rate of 70 cents to New Orieans from 
Ne v Y ork, while to Atla-ita, a little more 
than half way. the rate is $1) 4 
A rigid 
leveling would compel the road; to give 
up New Orleans traffic (to no one's bene­ 
fit) or accept 70 cents to A tlanta until 
bankrupt. 
The Transcontinental Associa­ 
tion attem pted to apply this water exemp­ 
tion to their tariff’s by m aking a lower rale 
from California to the A tlantic seaboard 
than to the Mississippi or Missouri rivers. 
These tariffs the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission condemned as contrary to the law, 
notw ithstanding 
the existing violations 
due to water competition in the South and 
elsewhere. So tariffs no higher to the in ­ 
terior than to the A tlantic were substi­ 
tuted. 
"The growers and dealers of California 
have been waking to tbe fact that their 
markets are not wide enough for the dis­ 
posal ot their products, and conventions 
have been held which teemed to consider 
the transcontinen’al roads responsible for 
the stagnation, beeiuse of high freights 
which fordade sales. The roads did indeed 
reduce their charges somewhat in answer 
to these appeal, but the root of the trouble 
was not reached. This, in brief, is the at­ 
tem pt of the Interstate Commission, under 
a wrong sense of duty, to impose upon the 
land carriers between the Pacific and the 
Atlantic a strict system of charges, while 
competing 
water routes 
are, from the 
nature of the case, able to quote whatever 
they please without reference to the Com­ 
mission. 
Upon this ruling, demanding 
equality of charge to all points, the Trans­ 
continental 
roads 
are 
placed 
between 
two 
fires; 
if they 
make 
low 
rates 
to 
the 
A tlantic.' the 
rates 
to 
the 
interior must also be so low as to yield no 
revenue: while, if high rates are made all 
round, both carriers and California pro­ 
ducers lose the 
Eastern markets. 
The 
remedy lies in applying to the California 
traffic the principle found equitable every­ 
where else—of low rates when made nec­ 
essary by competitors not under Govern­ 
m ent control. To a modififd extent, what 
is here said of wafer competition between 
San Francisco ana New York, applies also 
to the competition of the Canadian Pacific, 
for which provisions should also be made 
in the rulings in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 
The Southern Pacific Company has given 
notice of its withdrawal from the Trans­ 
continental Association because of this un­ 
satisfactory condition of things. 
The pos­ 
sible disastrous effects of the breaking up 
of this association gives emphasis to the 
statem ents ot the difficulties imposed upon 
it by- the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, at whose door the responsibility 
m ust be laid.

WHAT ENGLISH SUBS I BIES MEAN. 
Still another evidence of the scheme of 
Great Britain to dominate the trade of 
this country is at hand. She lias subsi­ 
dized the Halifax and Bermuda Cable 
Company in the sum of $20,000 a year for 
the period of twenty years. This is the 
equivalent of 01 per cent, on the bonds of 
the company issued for its construction. 
It is thus made perfectly clear that the 
purpose of Great Britain is not so much 
to aid the cable company abstractly, as to 
render assistance to the commercial 
schemes on this side of the world to which 
the cable company is a supplement. As 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean remarks, in refer­ 
ring to this matter, England acts upon the 
maxim that trade follows the flag.” and 
it would be well for us if we kept the 
same truth in view. The same journal 
says: 
The free traders of our country say that Great 
Britain does not subsidize vessels, but merely 
pays them a fixed sum lor carrying the mails 
This is a distinction w ithout a difference. The 
sum paid is so large as to go far toward the total 
expenses of the vessel's trip, and thus to en­ 
able it to carry freight more cheaply than the 
vessels of a non-subsidizing country can do. 
One of two things is certain ; either tne English 
rate of pay for ocean mail service is so far be­ 
yond mere cost of carriage, with reasonable 
profit added, as to be a subsidy, or the Ameri­ 
can rate of pay is so far below cost ol carriage 
as to compel the vessel owner to tax the mer­ 
chant by high freights to make up his loss on 
the service reudered to the Government, in 
either case British vessels aud British shippers 
have a great advantage over American vessels 
aud shippers. The number of pieces of posial 
m atter of all sorts handled iu the United States 
during the last fiscal jenr was 3,57»,000,000; dur- 
iug a like period the rostal services of Great Brit­ 
ain, Canada aud Australiaonly handled2,500,- 
000,000. The excess of American postal matter 
was 1,078,000,000 pieces. Englaud'sexpenditures 
on ocean mail service were: 
To European ports......................................... £17,700 
To American ports......................................... 202,700 
To African ports.............................................. 13,921 
To Asiatic and Australian ports.............. 43L800

X. 09,164 
Or 8.1,315,820. of which sum about #800,000 was 
contri: uted by the Australian and Indian colo­ 
nies and possessions. The whole expenditure 
of the United Mates for ocean mail service was 
less than f joO.000, or very little more than one- 
seventh of that of Great Britain. No wonder 
that the Lpglish flag is in every harbor of the 
world, and the American Hag iu hardly anv 
harbor. 
' 
Of course no one is so foolish as to hold 
that the subsidies granted to the Oriental 
lines on the Pacific, concerning which the 
R eco k d -U n io n yesterday treated, are 
made simply to -foster the mail contracts 
and secure expeditious postal service. 
That is avowed, it is true; but the truth 
cannot be concealed that the prime object 
is to wrest the Asiatic traffic from Ameri­ 
can lines in the first instance; and in the 
second, to absorb the transcontinental 
through traffic in America at the ex|>ense 
of the American continental railways. 
There is no other explanation of these 
figures of grants hv England and the Do­ 
minion : 
Dominion subsidy to steamers between 
China. Japan and Vancouver..............gl,.500.000 
England’s subsidy to the same line 
2,5o0,000 
Total subsidies to Asiatic trading lines 
in competition with Americau lines 
and connections.........................................S4,0O7,0C0 
For a like purpose our own Govern­ 
ment grants the insignificant sum of 
$42,593. 
:the railroad dilemma. 
The New York Post, refering to the 
difficulties the producers on this Coast 
meet in finding markets wide enough for 
the disposal of their products, and the dis­ 
position to charge the trouble upon the 
trans-contincntial railroads, points out 
that not the railway companies but the 
interstate commerce law is at fault. The 
effort has been to impose upon the land 
carriers a strict and unyielding system of 
charges, while certain competitors have 
been placed under no retriction whatever. 
The transcontinental roads are thus placed 
in this dilemma: If they make low rates on 
through traffic the interior rate must also 
be so low as to yield no revenue. If the 
rates are so high as to repay all around, 
the competing routes not under regulation 
take the through traffic that is essential 
to the ojieration of the overland roads, and 
the marketing of Pacific products. This 
is an old statement and has been re;>eated- 
ly made, but that the Post should take it 
up now and treat it with disapproval of 
the interstate commission, is am evidence of 
an awakening sentiment at the East on the 
subject, that promises well for the rectifi­ 
cation of the blunder made when by legis- 
islation it was attempted to divert from 
their course the natural laws of trade. The 
Post sensibly coaclules that the difficulties 
experienced by shippers and carriers are 
properly chargeable to the interstate 
commission blunder. 


T h e Chinese constitute about one- 
fifteenth of the population of California, 
but according to news record they commit 
more than half the murders that go to the 
discredit of this State. We think it de­ 
monstrable that the Chinese low value of 
human life is not affected by their resi­ 
dence among Caucasians. 


T h e unveiling of a replica of Bartholdi’s 
statue of Liberty Enlightening the World, 
which ceremony took place at Paris on 
the Fourth of July and was conducted by 
the President of the Republic, was another 
proof of the warm feeling entertained by 
the French for the people of the United 
Flates. 


PRESS AND PUGILISM. 
If the press of the country is an ex­ 
ponent of jKiblic opinion, then the slogging 
craze is nut in favor any longer, and prize 
fighting \s abhorred and not demanded by 
the public taste, as some of the trimming 
journals of the day assert; for it is a fact 
that not one repuUble paper in the United 
States that is known outside the limits of 
■She city where published has had one 
word of approval of the Sullivan-Kilrain 
exhibition of brutality. A little curious 
to ascertain just how the leading pajiers of 
the nation view this “bruising” question, 
we have taken a single day’s mail and 
noted the expression of papers that may be 
said to fairly reflect the sentiment of their 
communities upon the late brutal fight. 
We can reproduce but a very few of these 
expressions, since they are altogether too 
numerous. But these are fairly represent­ 
ative of all, and they will be found to be 
singularly harmonious and of one accord, 
from which, as stated, we may con­ 
clude that there is public condemnation 
of the prize-fight, and a positive demand 
that it shall not be tolerated in this country. 
New York Tribune: “ The prize-fight is 
the most brutal and demoralizing exhibi­ 
tion of physical prowess now left in the 
midst of civilization. * * * The peo­ 
ple engaged in professional pugilism 
are one and all law-breakers, and ninety- 
nine hundredths of them are utterly de­ 
praved and degraded.” Indianapolis Jour­ 
nal : “ The advantages of physical culture 
furnish no apology for prize-fighting. A 
man can take care of his health and de­ 
velop physical powers to the utmost limit 
without prostituting them to a use that 
shames the brutes.” Cleveland Leader and 
Herald: “ It is a pity that one did not kill 
the other, that the survivor might be tried 
for manslaughter.” Chicago Herald: “ It 
is not easy to conceive of anything more 
repulsive and brutal than a prize-fight.” 
Chicago Inter-Ocean : “ It would be diffi­ 
cult to conceive of anything more revolt­ 
ingly brutal than the modern prize-fight. 
It has no redeeming quality, no excuse for 
its existence. * * * It is a disgrace so 
our civilization.” Buffalo Express: “ It 
puts physical development to the worst 
possible use.” New York Mail and Ex­

Philadelphia Bulle­ 
tin : “ These brutes, like all that have 
gone before them, are of the lowest order 
of ruffians. * * * Their contest has 
no other effect than to degrade public 
morals. * * * They do not promote 
the cause of physical development, they 
hurt it.” Hartford Post: “ It was a long- 
continued eflbrt for the sunremacy of bru­ 
tality ; that was all there was in it. Such 
fighters are simply brutes.” Albany Jour­ 
nal: “ Vile, low and brutal.” New York 
Star: “ It was humbuggery. The two 
men are powerful brutes. There was no 
display of manhood, science or strength.” 
In similar strains, some of them more vig­ 
orously, and all at length, speak the St_ 
Louis Globe-Democrat, Louisville Courier- 
Journal, Des Moines Register, Chicago Trib­ 
une, Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, most of 
the San Francisco papers, the New York 
Evening Post, Philadelphia Ledger, Wash­ 
ington Star, Rochester Democrat and others 
quite too numerous to catalogue at this 
time. It remains to be seen whether this 
condemnation of the prize-ring will in any 
respect tend to work its suppression. 
TO RECEIVE THE VISITORS. 
The prompt action taken by the citizens’ 
meeting last night in preparation for the 
reception of the Western Associated Press 
visitors, who are to arrive here next week, 
speaks well for public spirit in this city. 
These newspaper men represent some of 
the largest and mast influential journals in 
the nation. They make their first stop in 
California at this city. It is essential that 
they be received properly, and, in the 
brief time allotted, shown something of 
the capabilities of this section, and sent 
away with a correct impression of Sacra­ 
mento. It would be a great misfortune if 
they received a false impression. It has 
been resolved, therefore, on the invitation 
of the State Board of Trade, to receive them 
without much apparent eflbrt at entertain­ 
ing, hut with cordiality, and take them in 
the few hours ;hey remain to some repre­ 
sentative fruit orchards and to view some 
of the outlying lands, to escort them to sev­ 
eral points of interest in the city, and to see 
that they are guided by intelligent Recep­ 
tion Committees who can concisely answer 
their inquiries and give them correct in­ 
formation concerning the country and our 
claims for the city and its vicinity. They 
will not be feasted, or their visit made the 
occasion of much speech-making or cere­ 
mony, but they will be given a noonday 
lunch at the art gallery and shown those 
polite courtesies and attentions that go so 
far to make a guest feel that his visit is 
welcome. To that end it is very desirable 
that the escort on the ride in the suburbs 
shall, so far as is possible, lie in private 
vehicles, and under direction of citizens 
who are personally interested in the 
proper representation of the city and vi­ 
cinity. There is entertained the hope 
that the movement will be entered into 
with spirit by all who have been, or may 
be, chosen to aid. A few hours of stieh 
public service will prove of incalculable 
benefit to Sacramento.

PREPARATIONS FOR ENTERTAINING 
THE VISITING JOURNALISTS. 


Sacramento Will Give Tliem their First 
Reception in the State—Meet­ 
ing Last Night. 


There was an enthusiastic gathering of 
public-spirited citizens, in Justice Baker’s 
Court-room last evenine, the object of 
which was to take some steps toward pre­ 
paring a reception in this city for the mem­ 
bers of the Western Associated Press, one 
hundred in all, who will arrive in this city 
on the 25th inst. 
Mayor Gregory called the meeting to 
order, and stated briefly what was con­ 
templated. 
It was stated that at a recent meeting of 
the State Board of Trade, in San Francisco, 
the visit of these prominent journalists 
was fully discusaed, and the importance of 
it recognized. It was unanimously agreed 
then that California shonld extend her hos­ 
pitality to the visitors in her own charac­ 
teristic way, and every member of the 
Board expressed himself as desirous that 
they should visit his locality. E. K. Alsip, 
Sacramento’s representative, assured the 
Board that no stone would be left unturned 
in the Capital in the way of welcoming the 
visiting journalists into our glorious State. 
Mr. Alsip owing to illness was not pres­ 
ent at last night’s meeting, but a letter from 
him was read to the meeting, calling at­ 
tention to the fact that as the visitors are 
scheduled to remain in our city but three 
hours efforts should be made to prevail 
upon Col. J. B. Wright to detain the train 
longer, so as to give us a chance to show 
the visitois some of our orchards. They 
are to be taken to Napa, Fresno, San Jose, 
and other pointB of interest, so it stands us 
in hand to place our best foot forward. 
A general discussion was then entered 
into as to the best method of receiving the 
distinguished visitors, and showing them 
as much of our city and points of interest 
as possible within the limited time allowed. 
The unanimous verdict was that a colla­ 
tion should be provided in some suitable 
hall where the visitors could be taken im­ 
mediately upon their arrival, and after this 
they could be driven in carriages to the 
Capitol, to theorcbards and other place. A 
committee should be appointed to take 
charge of the whole affair and see that 
nothing was overlooked. The citizens of 
Sacramento should be called upon to assist 
as much as in their power, in the way of 
furnishing carriages and looking afier' the 
general comfort of the visitors. 
Attention was called to the fact that the 
State Board of Trade contemplated sending 
large supplies of California fruits and wines 
ahead, to meet the journalists at Ogden, 
but this did not affect the enthusiasm of the 
meeting at all-in fact, most of those pres­ 
ent thought it would benefit us. as we 
could then give a distinctive and character­ 
istic Sacramento reception. Sacramento 
products would be shown exclusively. 
After some farther discussion it was de­ 
cided that, if possible, the collation would 
be spread in tbe lecture-room of the Crocker 
Art Gallery. The visitors could be taken 
in carriages immediately upon arrival aud 
driven directly to the Art Gallery, 
where a fine collation, including Sacra­ 
mento’s finest fruits and wines, would be 
served by Sacramento’s prettiest girls. It 
was also agreed that the San Francisco Re­ 
ception Committee should be entertained 
as guests and not be expected to take any 
part in the reception in this city. Tbe 
visitors will be turned over to them when 
they return to tbe depot. 
The following gentlemen were then ap­ 
pointed cs an Executive Committee, with 
full power to appoint such sub-committees 
as were deemed necessary in conducting 
the ariangements for the reception : Mayor 
Gregory (Chairman), Dr. G. L. Simmons, 
V. S. McOlatchy, E. B. Willis, O. W. Erle- 
wine, Joseph Steffens, R. T. Devlin, Albert 
Leonard, E K. Alsip and P. E. Platt. 
Upon motion these same gentlemen were 
also named as a Finance Committee. 
J. A. Woodson was unanimously chosen 
for Executive Secretary, to act with all 
committees. 
The following named gentlemen were 
elected as a Reception Committee, who are 
to mingle with the visitors and assist gen­ 
erally in looking after their comfort: Col­ 
onel J. McNasser, W. C. Hendricks, R. D.

Fleet, C. A. Luhrs, J. W. Wilson, T. M.

W. Maslin, G. L. Simmons, William Mc­ 
Laughlin, Eugene Gregory, H. C. Wolf, 
Grove L. Johnson, A. A’. Abbott, F. F. 
Tebbets, Frank Miller, Sol Runyon, C. H. 
Hubbard, Dr. O. Harvey, William Schaw,

Mrs. C. H. Cummings and Mrs. B. R. 
Crocker were appointed a Committee on 
Collation, they to have power to appoint 
necessary assistants and to look after the 
table and decorations. The ladies will be 
furnished with sufficient funds to make 
their department the brilliant feature. 
A Committee oa Conveyances, who shall 
see to the securing of the necessary num­ 
ber of carriages, buggies, etc., was ap­ 
pointed, consisting of the following: Col.

A Committee on Frnit was also ap­ 
pointed, consisting of Mayor Gregory, It. 
D. Stephens, P. E. Platt, É. F. Aitken and 
D. Lnbin. This committee will meet this 
forenoon at 11 o’clock in Mayor Gregorys 
office, to take proper action on the duties 
assigned to them. 


A Costly Policy. 
The complaint in relation to the permis­ 
sion which lias heretofore been granted to 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad to transport 
merchandise from one portion of the 
United States to another without regard 
to our revenue laws arises from the fact 
that it takes away transportation from our 
own roads, thus causing a loss of business 
by_which our own roads may be com­ 
pelled to demand higher prices on freights 
than they would otherwise. For instance, 
if the Canadian Pacific is permitted hi 
take away one-fourth of the business which 
would otherwise go to the Northern Pacific, 
it is manifest that the loss of that fourth of 
its business which is transferred to Canada 
would render it unprofitable for the North­ 
ern Pacific to run as many trsins per day as 
it would otherwise, or it will have to charge 
an extra price on the business which it 
holds. The expenses of a railroad are 
nearly as much with a small carrying busi­ 
ness as they would be with a large one. 
from which it will be seen that our roads 
are being virtually driven into demanding 
higher freight rates from our own citiz-ms 
by the permission of the Canadian Pacific 
to take a portion of tbe carrying business 
which should belong to theni. 
The demonstration is the same in rela­ 
tion to our steamers. If business can be 
transferred by English and Canadian sub­ 
sidies from our own line of steamers and 
giveu to those of Canada, our steamers mav 
be driven from tbe Pacific Ocean. Is it 
not time that the United States should put 
an end to the policv which tends to injure 
this country and buiid up Canada ‘l—S F.

Mr. Levy’s csllar is now dug, being eight 
feet deep, thirty-two feet wide and no l'eet 
long. Work will commence on fcis store 
as soon as brick have cooled sufficiently to 
handle. 
Speaking tubes were put in the hotel 
yesterday, which completes about all the 
modern improvements, consisting of water, 
gas. electric bells and everything that be­ 
longs to a first-class hotel. 
It is stated on good authority that we are 
to have a flour mill here in the near future 
of a capacity of 200 barrels per day. This 
will be an enterprise of no small magni­ 
tude and will show that the people who 
have charge of this town’s welfare mean 
business. 
Wheat is being brought in here now very 
rapidly, and it is thought the present ware­ 
house will not accommodate all that will 
be sent. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dow of San Francisco were 
here Saturday, looking at the place with a 
view of leasing the new hotel. 
The railroad company will commence 
the erection of a 30,000 gallon water tank 
in a few days, for the use of their eDgines. 
Taking everything into consideration 
from the time this place was started it has 
not been behind the times in anything. 
When the writer came here last September 
it was a treat to see anyone except the 
trainmen. Now it reminds one of the busy 
mining towns up in Placer county years 
ago. We cannot, of course, furnish you 
with any social news as yet, except that all 
our people are quiet and happy in their 
homes, contented with the present and sat­ 
isfied with knowing that before long our 
streets will be full of busy people and 
happy children.

THE CEHTBAL STREET RAILWAY COM­ 
PANY TO USE HORSES. 


P u b lic W elfare Not to be S u b o rd in ated 


to NonsenHical Q uibbling—T he P ro ­ 
posed New School B uilding. 


The Board of City Trustees held its 
regular weekly session yesterday. Present 
—Mayor Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf. 
In the absence of Auditor McKee, Y. J. 
Gregory acted as Clerk. 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, reported that for the week 
ending July 14th 30,560,250 gallons of 
water had been pumped, the Holly pump 
being in operation 141 hours and the 
Stevens 110 hours. 
Bids for the grading and improving of 
Fourteenth street, from E to F, were 
opened. There were bat two bidders, and 
the contract was awarded to Antonio King. 


BACK TO TH E OLD QUABTEBS. 
Trustee Wolf asked whether it was the 
sense of the Board that the Police Court 
should be held in the old building as usual 
Mayor Gregory thought the building was 
safe, and an order was made by the Board 
directing Trustee Wolf to proceed to have 
the walls repaired and the different offices 
cleaned up so as to make them fit for oc 
cupancy. 


NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 
M. R. Beard, Bnperintendent of the Pub­ 
lic Schools, stated that the law required that 
before the Board of Education should pur­ 
chase any site for a school it must first have 
the consent and approval of the Board of 
City Trustees, and he appeared in behalf of 
the School Board to ask that the approval 
be given. A new school building was ab­ 
solutely necessary, everything was in readi­ 
ness, and work could proceed as soon as the 
Trustees gave their consent. 
Trustee McLaughlin thought the City 
Trustees and the Board of Education might 
get together and talk over the matter be­ 
fore definite action was taken. The other 
members of the Board seemed to agree 
with him, anda meeting of the two Boards 
was called for 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
WANTS TO USE PLANKS. 
Chris Weisel asked permission to repair 
his wooden sidewalk at Fifth and K streets, 
and his request was referred to Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin. 


THE CENTRAL COMPANY’S FRANCHISE. 
The franchise asked by 
the Central 
Street Railway Company, over which there 
has been so much controversy of late, was 
again taken up and read by the Mayor. 
Grove L. Johnson, who appeared last 
Monday in behalf of those who signed a 
petition objecting to the Trustees allowing 
the company the privilege of operating 
their cars by horse-power, arose and said 
he did not know of anything to say in ad­ 
dition to what he had said at the last meet­ 
ing. No new concessions had been made 
by the company. He took up the first 
franchise that had been granted them for 
operating their road, and claimed that 
none of the promises made in the ordinance 
had been kept. Many things had been 
promised of the electric road—how the 
growth of the city demanded better means 
of transportation than by horses, and how 
electricity or cable power was peculiarly 
adapted to the city. The Trustees had vir­ 
tually condemned horse-power for cars in 
Sacramento, and now they were going to 
condemn electricity and cable power and 
take up horses again. 
In conclusion, Mr. Johnson stated that 
he hoped the Board would not grant the 
franchise, but let the matter stand and al­ 
low the Central Street Railway Company to 
run its cars until the eighteen months ex­ 
pired, the limit within which they were 
allowed to run their cars by horses. 
Sol. Runyon, one ot the largest stock­ 
holders in the company, and P. E. Platt 
made remarks in favor of the railway 
company’s petition, and gave manv reasons 
why it should be granted. Mr. Platt held 
that if the Trustees were looking to the 
welfare of the city they should not hesitate 
it all in supporting enterprises of all kinds. 
About $150,000 has been already expended 
upon the road, and it was the intention of 
the company to lay out almost as much 
more inside of a couple of months. He 
had traveled through many large cities in 
the East, and had not yet seen an electric 
road operated with success. 
The horse 
system of the Central Street Railway Com­ 
pany in this city was at present a good one. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he hart not been 
convinced as yet as to whether or not the 
electric mo'or was a failure. 
J. C. Pierson, Superintendent of the Gas­ 
works, who recemiy went East to investi­ 
gate the success of the storage battery, was 
present and stated that from hisobservations, 
which were carefully made, he could sately 
say that the storage system was a failure, 
and there was not a road in the United 
States operated successfully by this system. 
It was his purpose K*st to specially in­ 
vestigate 
this 
subject, and he did so 
thoroughly. 
Trustee VVolf then submitted the follow­ 
ing opinion, which he obtained for the 
purpose of satisfying himself in regard as 
to whether the action of the Board would 
in way influence the interest of subscribers 
to the road:

Henry C. 
W olf, TruAex City of Sacramento— 
Dear s ir : Responding to your question re­ 
garding the granting of a franchise to the Cen­ 
ital Street Railway Company m lieu of a former 
franchise granted to Lewis & Alsip, and as to 
what effect it might have npon the subscribers 
to the original franchise, I have this to say: 
The Board of Trustees granted to I,. L. Lewis 
and E K. Alsip a frauchise to lay down tracks 
in certain streets 
By other ordinances the 
right to iav down tracks on certain other 
streets was granted to the Central Street Rail­ 
way Company. Ail these franchises gave the 
grantees power to operate their road by cable or 
electricity. Several persons owning property 
aiong the streets on which it was proposed to 
lay tracks, agreid to pay the grantees certain 
sums of money when the tracks were com­ 
pleted to certain points. Alrip * Lewis after­ 
ward conveyed their franchise to the central 
Street Railway Company. 
Now, the latter company having succeeded 
to Lewis & Alsip-» Interests ami In connection 
with the franchises granted that company, de­ 
sires the passage of an ordinance to embodv alt 
former franchises into odc general franchise, 
and to grant the right to operate the roads with 
horses, mules, cable or electricity. 
4 irst—The Board ot Trustees itas the power to 
grant such a franchise. 
The question that 
should guide the Board is one solely of public 
interest. If the Board is satisfied that the re­ 
quest is in the public interest, and that tne 
franchise would i- tire to the public welfare, it 
is sufficient to warrant the aeli >n of the Board. 
Second—The mutter of individual subscrip­ 
tions has nothing to do witli your action in 
granting or refusing this traucliise. If these 
person* were regular stockholders iu the cor­ 
poration, or had a direct interest in the fran­ 
chise. there would be a reason and cause for 
the Board to not interfere with any contract 
that might offset them. But the subscribers are 
not in any sense stockholders, nor interested in 
the franchise, and cannot lie affected by the 
granting or refusing the proposed franchise. 
The Board of Trustees is not vested with such 
judicial power as to enable it to determine the 
extent and relation of their contract with Lewis 
A Alsip or the grantees ot the franchises. 
As 3 undertaud the contracts made between 
Lewis A: Alsiu on the one side and the subscrib­ 
ers on the other, the conditi n was the laying 
of tracks along certain streets to a given jióint, 
and upon the performance of this condition the 
subscription became due and payable. There 
appears no coudition for the operating of the 
road in any particular manner or by any partlc- 
u.ar class of motive power. I'nder the contract 
the subscritiers are not concerned in the raau- 
ner of operating tho road, and their subscrip­ 
tions do not dt pend upon the fact that horses, 
Cable or electric motors shall be used. 
As a matter of legal construction. Section 1 
of the origiual franchise to Lewis A Alsip grams 
power to use horses, mules or other motive 
power not inhibited by the Codes. As there 
cannot be two franchises granted tor the use of 
the same tracks, for more than five blocks, 
1 would suggest 
that 
the 
propossd 
ordi 
nance—if deemed of sufficient public im­ 
portance to be- adopted—should contain a sec­ 
tion reciting the fact that all the grantees of 
the origina! franchises appearing and consent 
ing In writing, that all ordinsnots and parts of 
orolnances iu conflict with any of the provi­ 
sions of the proposed ordinance be r> pealed. 
There should he written evidence of record 
with the Board of the abandonment by the 
f 
rantees o' all conflicting ordinances executed 
y the grantees or their assigns. This is noces* 
sary. bee-use sil franchises granted partake 
ot the nature of a contract, ana cannot be can­ 
celed at the pleasure ot either party without 
the consent ot the other. The written consent 
is made obligatory by the Civil Code. Very 
ret pectiully,your obedient servant,

that the iranchise be granted. 
Mayor 
Gregory seconded the motion, and Mc­

Trustee McLaughlin changed his vote to 
a»e and gave notice to reconsider at the 
ni vt meeting. 
Tlie Board adjourned to meet at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon.

At the afternoon session the Board re­ 
ceived the members of the City Board of 
Education and granted the latter permis­ 
sion u> proceed with the erection of the 
new school building at Twentv-first and 
L streets. 
B IV ER POLLUTION. 
The subject of the dumping of the sew­ 


age of Redding into the Sacramento river 
was brought up by Mayor Gregory, and 
Trustee Wolf thought that the sewage 
could be handled by the catfish. Sacra­ 
mento might also want the privilege of 
throwing her sewage into the river, and he 
thought it might not be wise to make a 
row about it. 
Mayor Gregory suggested that it might 
not be so bad it Redding would run only 
liquid sewage into the river. 
The discussion was reaching a rather un­ 
pleasant point for a dinner appetizer, and 
was dropped. 


TH E SILENT HORSE. 
The Mayor said that complaints were 
constantly coming iu against the running 
of bicycles on the sidewalks, and the City 
Attorney was instructed to prepare an ordi­ 
nance against the practice. 


TH E POOR POUNDM.ASTER. 
This official has hardly had time to 
warm his official chair, and yet complaints 
are being made against him. He is even 
charged with stealing cattle. The Board 
seemed to have come to the conclusion 
that these things are a matter of course, 
and no action was taken on the complaints. 


THAT UBIQUITOUS RECORD. 


I t B ubs l Tp A gain an d Sends G eorge T ay­ 
lo r to Folsom . 
A couple of weeks ago an individual 
named George Taylor was examined in the 
Police Court on a charge of embezzlement, 
having hired a phaeton from a livery stable 
and afterward sold it to another party. 
Taylor told a piteous story to Judge Buck­ 
ley, assuring the latter that this was his 
first public offense, that he was drunk at 
the time, etc., and the story would no doubt 
have worked well had not Chief Lee pro­ 
duced the records showing Taylor to be 
an accomplished thief who had served 
numerous terms in numerous prisons—for 
numerous offenses. 
Judge Buckley held 
Taylor to answer. 
Taylor appeared before Superior Judge 
Armstrong yesterday for trial. 
He sized 
the Judge uu pretty thoroughly, and then 
believing him a splendid subject upon 
which to work the sympathy business, he 
announced that he would plead guilty to 
the charge. 
The Judge smiled benevolently as he 
accepted the prisoner’s plea, and Taylor 
smiled triumphantly over his success. * 
When the proper time arrived for the 
passing of sentence, the Judge smilingly 
and kindly asked Taylor if he had any­ 
thing to say why the judgment of the law 
should not be passed upon him. 
This wa9 Taylor's 
opportunity. 
He 
quickly adjusted his countenance and re­ 
peated the tale of woe which had worked 
so unsuccessfully in the Police Court. 
Chief Lee was not there this tim e; but, 
alas, for Taylor’s hopes, that official had 
been closeted with his Honor previous to 
the opening of the Court. 
When the sad story was finished, and 
Taylor had resumed his seat, congratulat­ 
ing himself over his apparent success in 
securing a light sentence, the Judge quietly 
picked up a sheet of paper and began to 
read. It was Taylor’s record. 
The pristner’s eyes bulged and his teeth 
began to chatter 
“ Oh, Lord! I’m done 
for," he was heard to mutter. 
The Judge concluded his remarks with 
the announcement that for the next ten 
years Taylor would be boarded and lodged 
by the State at that popular summer re­ 
sort, Folsom. 
Taylor has not recovered from the shock 
yet. 


ONLY A MAKE-SHIFT. 


T he T ru stee s to Give th e 01(1 W a te r­ 
w o rk s B uilding A n o th er T rial. 
The City Trustees have directed that the 
Police Court be taken back to its old quar­ 
ters under the water-tank, on the assump 
tion that the building is now safe. It may 
hold together until next winter's rains fill 
the river bank-full, when the sipage water 
will again change the foundation from solid 
earth to the consistency of pudding. Every 
body knows that when the river is full the 
sipage water spreads even to the farther­ 
most limits of the city; and, as the old City 
Hall is located within a few yards of the 
river, it stands to reason that there is little 
or no solidity to the soil beneath it when 
saturated with water. 
The river has now fallen to its normal low- 
water stage, and the ground has dried out. 
hence there is not noticed the daily spread­ 
ing and settling of the walls that was so ap­ 
parent a couple of months ago, when the 
water was high. Admitting, therefore, the 
possibility that the building—even with 
the tank filled with water—may withstand 
the pressure upon it forsix or eight months 
longer, it would seem to be wisdom on the 
part of the Trustees to set about, in the 
meantime, the work of providing for the 
future; for, just as surely as the river rises 
again and soaks the ground with water, 
just so surely will the old ruins resume 
their alarming antics. The present occu­ 
pancy of the building can be regarded as 
only temporary, at best, and now would be 
an excellent time to make provision for 
the future.

PROHIBITIONIST PREFERS IT TO 
HIGH LICENSE. 


V ice-P resident ial C an d id ate B rooks Talk* 
A bout P o litics, P ro h ib itio n and 
Som e O th e r T hings. 


There was quite a fair assemblage of 
persons of both sexes at Fourth aud K 
street last evening to listen to an address 
by Hon. John A. Brooks of Missouri, who 
was the candidate of the Prohibition party 
in the last national campaign for the Vice­ 
Presidency. Iu lieu of a platform, the 
speaker addressed the assemblage from the 
hurricane deck of an express wagon, which 
was decorated with the national colors. 
He was introduced by C. H. Dunn, and 
was received with some applause. 
Mr. Brooks opened his speech with some 
alleged awful things said of him during 
the campaign by the Republican press, 
which, he said, had charged him with hav­ 
ing been a rebel soldier and a thorough 
secessionist, all of which he had denied 
then, and denied now. Not wishing to 
show any prejudice against the two chief 
political parties, he next scored the Demo­ 
crats for what they had said against him. 
He had not been such a creature as both 
Republicans and Democrats had painted 
him, by any means. He had never eaten 
any Republicans or Democrats, he said, for 
he made it a rule not to allow any com­ 
mon or unclean thing to enter his mouth. 
This far-fetched pun elicited some ap­ 
plause, and the speaker seemed to think he 
had hit a popular vein of humor, so he 
went on to say that be had been disap­ 
pointed by the Republicans, who professed 
so much and did so little, but never by the 
Democrats. He had never expected any­ 
thing good from a Democrat, and therefore 
a Democrat, could not disappoint him. If 
he (the Democrat) was for the devil, you 
could depend upon it he would stand' up 
for the devil—you always know where to 
find him. But in Pennsylvania the Re­ 
publicans—while professing to be temper­ 
ance people—had 
defeated prohibition. 
They did it under the guise of a non-parti­ 
san movement. He never knew a non­ 
partisan movement to accomplish any­ 
thing, anyhow; it can’t be done. Great 
questions must be fought out on their own 
merits. 
He illustrated this idea by referring to 
the position of Kentucky during the war. 
The Kentuckians thought 
they would 
stand between the Northern and Southern 
armies, and by declaring that their soil was 
non-partisan keep back the invading hosts 
from either side. But it didn’t work. The 
louder the Kentuckians proclaimed their 
non-partisanship, the nearer came the blue 
on the one side and the gray on the other, 
until old Kentucky’s soil ran red with 
blood, and all the non-partisanship of the 
people oozed from their fingers’ ends. 
Referring to the failure in certain States 
to enforce local option and Sunday laws, 
he said that even here in California the 
law said that liquor should not be sold on 
Sundays, nor to minors at anytim e. But 
who paid any attention to the law ? These 
laws are not enforced by the Democratic 
party, and in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island they are not enforced by the Repub­ 
licans. 
The speaker then told, by way of illus­ 
trating a point, a story ot the far South, in 
which a colored man and a ’possum were the 
chief actors, and it was noticed that he al­ 
ways spoke of the former as the “ nigger.” 
However, the story was very good, and was 
relished none the less in consequence of its 
age and the rough usage received on the 
political stump during many campaigns. 
Mr. Brooks next paid his respects to the 
high license proposition, which he severely 
denounced. He asked, What shall we do 
with the liquor traffic? 
We must have 
either free liquor, high license, or prohibi­ 
tion, and which shall it be? 
Between 
free liquor and high license, he was 
for free liquor—first, last, and all the time. 
This declaration struck a responsive chord 
in the breasts (or, possibly the stomachs), 
of many ot his listeners, and the speaker 
was warmly applauded. 
He said that 
when no licensesjwere issued for liquor- 
selling, and everybody that wanted to 
could sell it, the peonle of the country 
drank annually but four gallons of whisky 
per capita; but now, under the license 
system, they drink twelve gallons for everv 
man, woman and child. “ Let’s go back ” 
he said, “ to free w hisky!” [More ap­ 
plause.] Then there were no saloons, and 
the liquor traffic was not concentrated as it 
is to-day for political purposes, and was 
not such a power in the land 
Now, a few 
liquor men control the business, and by 
forming a trust manage to control the re­ 
tailers, and through them the elections that 
place men in office. 
" Put up,’ he said, " a decent Democrat 
if you can find one—on a Prohibition 
ticket, and attempt to elect him. You will 
see him slaughtered; and the same result 
would follow if you should put up a Re­ 
publican gentleman under the same condi­ 
tions.” 
The liquor traffic, said the speaker, is en­ 
throned in the lust of power, the lust of 
gain and the Inst of appetite. The friends 
of prohibition must not feel that they are 
to have a walk-over. It will be no easy 
matter to down the enemy. It will be a 
terrible and fearful war, but the right will 
succeed. 
He knew it would succeed, for 
no great reform ever went backward. But 
when will Christian Republicans and Dem- 
crats make up their minds to get down off 
the fence? The Republicans have been on 
the fence for sometime, and the rails must 
be getting sharp by this time. The Demo­ 
crats are whistling to them on one side, 
and the Prohibitionists on the other, and 
the poor fellows are in a quandary, while 
the fence is getting sharper all the time. It 
is hard for them to have to get off, but they 
must, and he was satisfied they would ge’t 
down on the right side. 
In Missouri the Democrats passed a local 
option law. and the liquor dealers deter­ 
mined to puuish them. 
So they set 
to work and elected three Republicans to 
Congress from Democratic districts, and 
thus chanced the political cotnplexion of 
the lower House of Coneress. "T hink of 
that, you Republiears! ” exclaimed the 
speaker. " You were given control of Con­ 
gress through the power of the liquor traf­ 
fic 1” In New York a few years ago the 
Democrats, he said,‘accidentally put u p a 
sober, temperance man for Governor (May­ 
nard), and all the ticket was elected except 
him. 
Last year the New York liquor 
crowd elected Dave Hill Governor, and Ben 
Harrison President. They did not vote for 
Cleveland, or he would have been elected. 
Christian Republicans and Democrats 
get down on their knees (sometimes) and 
pray to God to deliver the country from the 
evils of intemperance, and then go off and 
vote for their party candidates, leaving the 
Prohibitiouists to fight the battle alone. 
”Mav the Lord have mercy on their two­ 
sided souls." [Laughter] 
The speaker, again reverting to high 
license, said it did not restrict the liquor 
traffic. In bigh-license Stales no man was 
ever refused a license from lack of money 
to pay for it. If it became a question be­ 
tween the closing of “respectable” saloons 
end the dives, he wanted to see the former 
closed and the dives kept open. 
He 
claimed that the latter attracted only the 
dregs of society, and the sooner they ran 
their conrse the better. "You can’t stop 
old topers, anyhow,” he said. 
While engaged in illustrating the theory 
of regulating the iiauor traffic bv showiDg 
how difficult it would be to regulate a lot 
of cats efflicted with hydrophobia—by 
clipping their tails, a donkey hitched across 
the street set up a prolonged and most un­ 
musical braying, into which were inter­ 
woven all the heaven-piercing variations 
known to the donkey reportoire. 
The 
speaker stopped to give the creature the 
right of way, and then resumed bv remark­ 
ing that truth was capable of converting 
even a two-legged animal like that (evi­ 
dently believing that the author of the 
music was some úntam e, citizen who 
didn't like the speaker's f .ntiments). 
Mr. Brooks spoke at length on the tem­ 
perance question, predicting that the prin­ 
ciples advocated by the Prohibition parly 
would in the end prevail.

THEY WILL BUILD. 


T he B oard o f E ducution A uthorized to 
E rect th e P ro p o sed New School. 
At the special meeting cf the City Trus 
tees yesterday afternoon, held to confer 
with the members of the City Board of Ed­ 
ucation in regard to the proposed purchase 
of a lot and the erection of a building 
thereon for a grammar and primary school, 
all the members of the School Board were 
present except Director Davis. 
Superintendent Beard stated that the 
members of the Board of Education were 
present to answer any questions that the 
Trustees might wish to ask in regard to 
the matter under consideration, as to the 
purchase price of the lot, the cost of the 
buiidiDg, its necessity, etc. 
Mayor Gregory desired to know if the 
Board had the necessary funds with which 
to go ahead, and if there existed a real ne­ 
cessity for the proposed new building. 
Mr. Beard replied that the Board had 
the money required, and that the building 
was an absolute necessity—not only to ac­ 
commodate the children of the eastern por­ 
tion of the city, which was growing rapidly, 
but also to relieve the crowded condition 
of the schools at Sixteenth and J, Sixteenth 
and N, and Twenty-seventh and J streeis. 
President Todd of the Board of Educa­ 
tion addressed the Trustees on the subject. 
He referred to the rapidly growing condi­ 
tion of the eastern portion of the city, 
which demanded better school facilities; 
also to the fact that the uptown schools 
were overcrowded, and stated that there 
could be no question of the necessity for 
another builaiDg. The members cf the 
School Board had carefully considered the 
matter, and saw their way clear to accom­ 
plish the desired end if the Trustees would 
give their consent. 
Director Martin also spoke at 
some 
length, reviewing the situation and pre­ 
senting strong arguments in favor ot the 
granting of the permission asked. 
After hearing the statements of the 
members of the Board of Education, the 
Trustees unanimously granted the desired 
permission to proceed with the work. 
As the School Directors were leaving, 
the matter of the transfer of the Perry 
Seminary ouilding to the city was brought 
up, aud an informal discussion on the sub­ 
ject ensued. 
Directors Hopley, Chipman 
and others spoke on the subject, and the 
remarks showed that most of the School 
Directors were opposed to transferring the 
property to the city, as the time might 
come when its money value would be 
needed by the School Department. 
The 
building itself is not adapted tc school pur­ 
poses, but it represents a money value that 
may come in very handily some day. 
For 
the present it is being used for the night 
school and a day primary class.
